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Elba council moves ahiead 
with street paving projects

The Elba City Council took 
action Monday evening to move 
forward with the paving of ses 
eral city streets. The proposed 
street paving is divided into two 
separate. projects, One is oa 
$100,000. project to be fanded 
by an Alabama-Department of 
Transportation (DOT) grant 
The other is a larger project and 
will be funded with local gas tax 
funds 

The DOT. project. includes 
several downtown streets 
Court (from Collier to Putman): 
Factory Street (from Collier to 
Putman) Collier. Street (to 
‘Claxton. Street) -and Simmons 


Street, Much. of ‘this - work 


includes, repairing numerous 
cracks’ in the existing streets, 
and this: will be accomplished 
after milling down the present 
asphalt, : 
The city. Will have to complete 
the work and then get the reim- 
bursément from DOT, according 
to. Elba “Mayor James Grimes. 
This will mean. borrowing. the 
money and repaying it With the 
state funds When they arrive. 
The locally funded streets on 
the suggested list. are: Cordelia 
Street, Hickman. Avenue, Farris 
Avenue, Forrest Lake Drive and 
Gibson Street ‘ 
Mayor Grimes said during the 
council meeting that there are a 


number of other streets. in town’ 


Which® need. resurfacing, but 


Transportation continues its 
progress towards the 4-laning of 
US. Hwy 84 Thursday evening, 
June 14 (TODAY),.as another 
Design Public Hearing is sched: 
uled at the. Elba Elementary 
School cafeteria, 102 Tiger 
Drive, Elba. 

The ‘meeting ‘will, be held 
between the hours of 5 p.m, and 
7 p.m, and will focus on the 4- 
laning of U.S. 84 from County 
Road 364 in.Coffee County to 
State Road 125 in Elba. 

There will not be-a-formal 
presentation; therefore, interest- 
ed citizens should attend at their 
convenience during the above 
stated time, 

Citizens. attending this’ meet 
ing willbe provided “project 
‘(including «the 
impact on adjacent. properties) 
by viewing visual displays jutd), 


most of these on this list will 
soon be lost completely if some 
thing isn{t done soon to getthem 
repaired 

The council yoted to get bids 
on these streets and hopefully 
the cost would be within the 
estimates set by the city’s engi- 
neers. 

Grimes explained that due to 
the recent downturn in the econ- 
OoMmy« Most Of this money will 
have to be borrowed, but he 
feels the city can: handle the 
repayment. He. said tepayment 
for repairs is easier than -repay- 
ment of a new paving projéct if 
these streets are allowed to dete- 
riorate much more. 

Monthly bills totaling 
$16,331.67 were approved for 
payment. This included 
$2,666.18 for Vehicle mainte- 
nance; $2,740.07 for chemicals; 
$647.00 for drug screening’ of 
employees; and $1368 for.annu- 
al maintenance . contract on 
copiers at the Police 
Department, | Senior Citizens 
Center and City: Hall, ; 

City Clerk. Donnie Morrow 
reported on the recently com- 
pleted survey on street signs and 
said there are 191] street names 
missing throughout the commu- 
nity, There are also 55 missing 
poles and the accompanying 
braékets. The estimated cost of 
purchasing all the needed signs,- 
oles and brackets is $4,200.

hunter education certification. 
Goals of the program -are 
increasing awareness” of’ the 
importance of hunter-landowner 
relations, — hunter «behavior, 
reducing accident rates and 
increasing knowledge of basic 
wildlife management concepts 
and wildlife laws. 

Alabama's Hunter Education 
Program is in a cooperative 
partnership with other south- 
eastern states to develop a CD- 


ROM which will provide partial 


credit for the hunter safety 
course. After using the CD- 
ROM, students will be required 
to attend one workshop class to 
complete the requirements for 
hunter education certification. 
The CD-ROM should be ready 
sometime in after the summer 
and will be publicized when 
available. 

The. telling proof that. hunter 
education.is making a difference 
is Shown through comparing the 
statistics over the five year peri- 
od before. the course was 
mandatory with the correspond- 
ing statistics for the last five 
yeafs. With hunter @ducation, 
we have seen the number of 
serious accidents .reduced, but 
will still strive to have that per- 
fect season with no hunter-relat- 
ed mishaps in the record books. 

Hunting is actually lower in 
the number of injuries requiring 
emergency room treatment than 
other outdoor recreational activ- 
ities. Football, baseball, soccer, 
biking, tennis, swimming, and 
even fishing and golf rank high- 
er in the percentage of injuries 
compared to:the number of par- 
licipants, Even so, we want to 
see even, less hunter-related 
accidents and injuries. 

Here we are near the end of 
the 2000-2001 hunting season. 
It’s not too soon to be thinking 
of the next season and being 
prepared for it. During the sum- 
mer months are instructors are 
conducting hunter education 
classes all around the state. If 
you need to brush up on your 
knowledge of hunter safety, or a 
young person you know needs 
certification before buying the 
2001-2002 license, check the 
class schedule and find a class 
flearby, Don't wait until the last 
week before the season opens.

Young Sportsmen 
lOften Acquire Ethics 
Of Their Teacher 


The dictionary defines ethics as the discipline dealing with what — 


is good or bad and with moral duty and obligation. Today's outdoor 
men and women must constantly review changing fish and wildlife 
regulations; boating laws. and state and National Park regulations in 
the areas they Visit. 

Conservation laws are not perfect. but they have proven to be an 
effective tool for sportsmen and professional fish and wildlife-man 
agers, These laws and regulations are often the first rules or “do's 
and don'ts” a young person is exposed to as they begin to enjoy out- 
door recreation with an adult mentor. In pre arid early teens. they do 
not have to worry about traffic laws. IRS regulations, ete, An adult 
transports them to social events and fills out the tax form from a 
summer job, but when it comes to obeying game laws. they are 
responsible for their actions. 

A parent, grandparent or other adult has to teach them ‘to be 
responsible. If they are old enough to go afield. they are old enough 


to accept responsibility. However. learning to be responsible at a 


tender age often takes a little training. Most young outdoor enthu- 
siasts attitudes, toward conservation laws and personal ethics are 
developed by assuming the attitudes and ethics of the adults they are 
with as they learn to enjoy their newfound outdoor sports 

Many of us who hunt. fish. hike, and camp have broken a fish and 
game or park regulation at some time during the pursuit of our sport 
But in this case. a unity in numbers does not make a wrong a right 
We mist realize how much influence we have on young outdoor 
enthusiasts who are: so eager to 90 with us to the fields. forest and 
Streams. of this great country. 

The future of hunting. fishing. and othersports is in our hands. A 
large percent of the population does not hunt or fish. Because they 
do not practice our sports does not meunthey are against them. but 
it may be these people who decide if you and I can continue to/hunt 
and fish. Their decisions at the voting poles will be based on how 
we as sportsmen conduct ourselves. Our deeds and attitudes are 
under scrutiny. 

We must establish our own code of ethics that at least complies 
with the law and in many cases. should exceed the law. Thatsmall 
spike buck maybe legal. but do we really want, to take hiny just 
because we can. especially if We have taken several trophy deer. in 
the past? What if the spike is'a young hunters first. opportunity? 
Many will agree that it's accéptable to harvest him. What if a 
hunter's friend or neighbor has had bad luck. and could use some 
meat? Taking a-spike for a needy family would be ethical to most 


sportsmen. These are questions we must answer for ourselves ue :
